man.” Its divine origin is evinced by its 
wonderful tendency to promote the happi- 
nefs of the human family, as well in produ- 
cing and cementing focial order, as in cher- 
ifhing religious principles. This might be 
fhown in a variety of inftances, but I fhall 
confine my remarks to the neceflity and u- 
tility of the Sabbath, in refpe& to education. 
A due obfervance of the Sabbath, in a regu- 
lar attendance on the facred inflitutions of 
focial worfhip, is the beft {chool of good 
manners for children and youth. While it 
powerfully tends to feafon their minds with 
fuch impreffions of accountability as will 
Operate as a reftraint on all vicious propenfi- 
ties, it cherifhes the feeds of virtue and pro- 
duces and ftrengthens thofe orderly habits, 
which are equally neceflary to their own in- 
dividual happinels, and to their becoming 
ufeful members of fociety. 

if the infinitely important confiderations, 
arifing from religion and a future ftate of ex- 
iflence, were entirely out of the queftion, 
fiill the Sabbath might be confidered as a ne- 
ceffary and moft exceilent inftitution for 
training up youth ; infomuch that, were pa- 
rents to have no concern for their children 
beyond their temporal intereft, the beft pofli- 
ble expedient to promote this obje& would 
be to habituate them to reverence the Sab- 
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bath and to attend the inftitutions of chrif- 
tian worfhip.—This fentiment is not found- 
ed on theory, but on fubftantial fa&ts. The 
truth of it is evinced by viewing the différent 
ftates of fociety in ourown country. Wher- 
ever the fabbath is duly obferved in a regular 
and general attendance on public worfhip, 
marks of order and fuperior civilization are 
commonly apparent : profligacy and debauch- 
ery are put to fhame; morals are purified ; 
focial intercourfe is promoted, and the focial 
feelings are ftrengthened, and extended. The 
children in fuch places are common- 
ly more decent in their behaviour, more 
ambitious to acquire ufeful learning, more 
orderly at {chool, more dutiful to their pa- 
rents, than they be in places where the Sab- 
bath is but little obferved. There feems to 
be an infeparable conneétion between the de- 
cent obfervance of theSabbath and training up 
children in ufetul learning. An attentive 
obferver, who fhould pafs through this coun- 
try, would find, generally, that wherever the 
Sabbath is revered and chriflian worfhip is 
decently fupported, there is a correfpondent 
attention to {chools. - He will rarely pafs by 
a well finifhed meeting houfe, without fecing 
near it a decent fchool houfe. Indeed the 
proximity of thofe buildings is fo common, 
that the latter feems to be a natural appendage 
tothe former. If his curiofity fhould prompt 
him to enter the {choo!l houfe, he will find 
the mafter to be not an ignorant vagrant, in- 
capable of pronouncing the language that he 
profeffes to teach, but a man of competent 
learning and decent appearance. He will per- 
ceive the children to be attentive and order- 
ly; for that decency and order to which they 
have been habituated in public worthip on 
the Sabbath, they carry with them into the 
{chool. 


But our traveller, in pafling over a diftri& 
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of the country where there are feen no decent 
buildings tor public worfhip, and where the 
Sabbath is fpent as a riotous holiday, cannot 
but perceive a correfpondent deficiency in 
refpe& to fchools. Once in feven or ten 
miles, perhaps he fees a miferable hovel, cal- 
led a {choo houfe, through the crevices of 
which the awkward children are peeping and 
flaring athim. If he enters this abode of 
feience, he fees a mafter of uncouth dialeét 
and fhabby drefs, and whofe glafly eyes and 
rofy nofe plainly indicate his fupreme at- 
tachment to the bottle. In the mean time, 
he beholdg a fet of unmannerly, diforderly 
children, deftitute of ambition, and reluc- 
tantly dragged to their leffons by the cudgel 
of a drunken preceptor, who, perhaps, en- 


forces the terror of his blows with horridy 


oaths and execrations.. Difgufting fight ! 
This, forfooth, is the way to educate and 
prepare children for their being well-inform- 
ed and virtuous members of a free republi- 
can government ! 

The people of Maffachufetts and Con- 
ne&icut, after the laudable example of their 
anceftors, have been in the praQlice of fup- 
porting and attending public worfhip ; and 
there is perhaps, in thofe two fates a greater

HE pernicious confequernces of 
lay have been frequently defcribed in the 
ftrongef terms, and illuftrated by the mott 
ftriking examples.

ORIGIN OF THE NAMES OF THE MONTHS OF 
THE YEAR AND DAYS OF THE WEER. 





HE Romans began their vear with 
the month ot March, which was fo called 
becaufe it was dedicated to Mars, the god 
of War. April took its name from Aphro- 
dite,;or Venus; May, from the goddefs 
Maia, the mother of Mercury ; June, from 
Juventas, the goddefs of Youth ; July, 
(vom Julius Ceafar, and Auguft, from Au- 
guftus Ceafar. September, Ofober, No- 
vember and December, derive their names 
from Latin words, which exprefs the nam- 
bers feven, eight, nine and ten ; becaufe 
thofe tour months ftood in that numerical 
order in the Roman Calendar. The month 
of January was fo called, becaufe it was ded- 
icated to Janus, to whofe honour the Ro- 
i mans built a temple, the doors of which 
were open in time of war, but fhut ina time 
of umiverfal peace. February was fo called 
from Februus, a name of the infernal god, 
Pluto ; forafmuch as twelve days in this

axtraGs from Baron De Wimpffen’s Voy- 

age ta St. Domingo, in the year 1790. 

I HAVE determined, Sir, to give you a 
defcription of one of my days ; it will be 
the fimpleft method of giving you, once for 
all, a fummary idea of the manner of living 
at St. Domingo, in what is called a town. 

When the poets of America are about to 
chant the praifes of a beauty, frefh, bloom- 
ing, ruby-complexioned—they mulft be not 
a little embarraffed to find comparifons ; for 
here we have no Aurora. A fingle glance 
on the terreftial globe will explain this phe- 
nomenon to you, as well as that of the 
warmth difpenfed by the ftar of night ; a 
warmth fo fenfible as to oblige me to pull 
my hat over my eyes whenever I fit, or walk 
by moon-light.—With refpeé to the fun, he 
1s as much ont of the queflion as Aurora: 
for what daring mortal, though he had all 
the fnow of the Alps upon his head, and all 
the ice in his heart, could hope to fuftain, 
within a few degrees of the line, a fingle 

: Gyta 
glance from his * be/ affte ? 

Nothing then is left us but the rofe. What 
willfurprife you, perhaps, is that fhe is as 
beatitiful, as lively, and as richly tin€tured 
here as in Europe ; but, alas ! mere tranfi- 
tory ; hence, of all the®*precepts of that in- 
genious gallantry which we call love, no 
one is more religioufly obferved here, than 
“© Youth is brief, hafte to enjoy it.” 

Thus, Sir, no twilight, no loitering dawn, 
no dufk, no evening fiowly deepening its 
fhiades —all is precipitation lay {prings 
from the night I:ke Pallas from the head of 
Jove :—it is the fiat (ux of the creation.— 
How beautiful an hour is loft! And nothing 
to recompence us for the privation ! The 
cracking of whips, the {mothered cries, and 
the indiftiné&t groans of the negroes, who 
never fee the day break but to curfe it ; who 
are never recalled to a feeling of their exift- 
ence but by fufferings—this, Sir, is what 
takes place of the crowing of the early cock ; 
and by the ftrains of this infernal harmony, 
was [ awakened out of my fleep at St. Do- 
mingo. I ftarted, {creamed, and tancied that 
I had waked in the gulph of Tartarus, be- 
tween Prometheus and Ixion-——And I was 
among Chriftians ! Among the worlhippers 
of a God—who died to mitigate the forrows 
of the affli@ed !—Cuftom has already weak- 
ened the effect of the impreflion ; it will 
never obliterate it aliogether. 

A walk of an hour ferved to diflipate the 
chagrin of this g:oomy awakening. Icame 
back in time to fee a troop of male and temale 
negroes lying againft the wall, or fquatting 
upon their heels, and waiting amidit a uni- 
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verfal yawn, for the mafter’s giving a fignal 
of going to work, by loud cracks of the 
Arceau,* on their back and fhoulders—for, 
you will hardly conceive, and indeed it coft 
fix months’ obfervation to convince me of 
the truth of it, there are negroes who muft 
abfolutely be beaten before they can be putin 
motion. The arceau is the true key of this 
fpecies of watch—lIf I had chofen to take the 
word of the mafters, for it, 1 fhould have 
looked no farther for the caufe of this fingular 
difpofition of the flaves, than to their natural 
floth and inaétivity : but on confidering the 
matter a little more narrowly, I fancied I 
could fee that thefe difpofitions were mar- 
velloufly feconded by the inaétivity and floth 
of their mafters, who, for the greater part, 
too ignorant and too unindulgent to com- 
prehend that the vices of education can only be 
fubdued .by time and patience, find the plan 
of beating more praéticable than that of in- 
ftru€ting ! The natural confequence of which 
is, that the negro, once accuftomed to this 
mode of treatment, can only be wrought on 
by rigour and feverity. I have perfitted, 
month after month, in lavifhing on thofe who 
attended me, nothing but patience, gentlenefs, 
and good offices of every kind—all were in 
vain: the bent was taken, and nothing was 
lett me, after all my endeavours, but the 
alternative of waiting on myfelf, or of having 
recourfe to the arceau. 

On the day appointed for the expedition, I 
repaired before it was light, to the place 
where the negroes were affzmbied to work, 
for the purpofe of taking with me my friend

tively 2” « Pays mot lila.” —*. Mine coun- 
try there,”’—faid he, flretching his arm to- 
wards the rifing fun, while a tear trickled 
down his cheek. Mine country there, too, 
thought I, but I have hopes of feeing it again ; 
thou, poor negro, will fee thine no more. 

A lady, whom I have feen, a young lady, 
and one of the handfomeft in the ifland, gave 
a grand dinner. Furious at feeing a dith of 
paltry brought to the table overdone, fhe or- 
dered her negro cook to be feized, and thrown 
tnto the oven, yet glowing with heat—And

The day after my return, I was walking 
before the cafa of a planter with one of his 
neighbours, when we overheard him bid 
a negro go into the enclofure of this very 
neighbour, pull up two young trees which he 
pointed out to him, and re-plant them im- 
mediately on a terrace he was then forming. 

The negro went ; the’ neighbour followed 
him, furprifed him in the faét, and 
him to his mafter, whom I had by this time 
joined, in the hope of witneflmg a fcene of 
contufion which promifed to be amufihg. 

Conceive, Sir, what pafled in my mind, 
when, on the complaint of the neighbour, I 
heard the mafter coldly order another of his 
negroes to tie the pretended culprit to a 
ladder, and give him an hundred lafhes.— 
We were both of us firuck with fuch aflon- 
ifhment, that, flupified, pale, and fhudering, 
while the unhappy negro received the bar- 
barous chaftifement in filence, we looked at 
one another without being ableto uttera fin- 
gle word—And he who ordered, he who 
thus punished his own crimeon the blind in- 
ftrument of his will; at oncethe daftardly 
perpetrator and the unfeeling witnefs of the 
moft atrocious injuftice, is here one of the 
firft organs of the Jaw, the official proteétor 
of innocence ! Heavens! if a pitiful refpeé& 
for decorum forbids me to devote the name 
of this monfter to eternal infamy, let me at 
leaft be permitted to hope that Divine Jul- 
tice will hear the cries of the fufferer, and 
fooner or later accumulate on the tyrant’s 
head all the weight of its vengeance!

From the Philadelphia True American. 


FROM GUADALOUPE. 
By the brig Hiram, capt. Dove, arrived at the Lazaret- 
to, from Point Petre, Guadaloupe, whencc he sailed 
the 17th ult. we have the following : 

‘«« I suppose you have already heard the fate of Gua- 
daloupe. The blacks have burnt and destroyed the 
principal part of the plantations ; only five having es- 
caped in Grand Torra. They have even destroyed the 


cotton and coffee trees, by pulling them out of the 


ground by the roots, or cutting them down. When f 
sailed, and after the battle of Banbridge, the blacks had 


| generally taken to the woods in the adjoining country 


—The action, which took place the 26th May, begun 
about 8 o’elock in the morning, and continued unre mit- 
ted until 5 in the afternoon, when the French carred 
the fort, and took about 200 prisoners.—Three hun- 
dred blacks escaped, and reached the woods. In this 
action there were 200 blacks killed and wounded.— 
The French immediately shot all the prisoners in the pub- 
lic square /—Pelage was second in command during: 
the action, and indeed He is in every engagement very 
conspicuous. 

The white inhabitants were leaving the island»with 
reat precipitation—A greac sickness rages im the 
rench army. Out of the 4,444 men who came out 

from France, half were either dead or in the hospital ; 
and indeed unless reinforcements soon arrived the 
blacks will certainly possess the island. 

The government of Guadaloups takes the American 
cargoes, of which they stand im need, at their own 
price, and are to pay them one half in produce, and 
the other half. in Bills on Bonaparte.--The produce 
they will doubtless deliver when it grows !

Lately at Bristol in Pennsylvania, a female slave 
named Acsce, aged 116 years. 

She was born in Philadelphia of parents who came 
from Barbadoes, and lived in that city until she wa: 
ten years old, when her master removed her to Dunk’s 
Ferry, in which neighbourhood she continued to the 
end of her days. 

She remem)ered the ground on which Philadelphia 
stands, when it was a wilderness, and when the Indians, 
its chief inhabitants, hunted wild game in the weods, 
while the panther; the wolf, and the beasts of the for- 
est, were prowling about the wigwams and cabins in 
which they lived. 

She remembered William Penn, the proprietor of 
Pennsylvania, ‘Thomas Story, James Logan, and sev- 
eral other distinguished characters of that day. 

She was temperat@in her living, and so careful to 
keep to the truth, that her veracity was never ques- 
tioned. 

This extraordinary woman retained her hearing to 
the end of her life, but her sight began to fail gradu- 
ally, in her ninety-sixth year, without any other visible 
cause than from oldage. At one hundred she became 
blind, so that she could not see the sun at noon day. 


About the one hundred and second year of her age, | 
her sight gradually returned and improved so far, that | 


she could perceive objects moving before her, though 
she could not distinguish persons, 

Before she died, her hair became perfectly white, 
and the last of her teeth dropt sound from her head at 
the age of 116 years.
